Petrograd, Nov. 2G. 
Reports reach­ 
ing here concerning the magnitude of 
the defeat of the Hermans to the west 
of Lodz, Russian 
F’oland, 
which in 
some 
instances place 
the 
German 
losses as 
high 
as an 
entire army 
corps, appear in a measure to be con­ 
tinued by telegraphic dispatches from 
Warsa w. 
Forty-eight trains have been 
dis­ 
patched from Warsaw to bring in the 
prisoners and wounded. 
This num­ 
ber of trains, made up of the maxi­ 
mum number of cars of the Russian 
wide gauge, would carry between 45,- 
000 and 50,000 men, it is estimated 
here. 
Military men here express the opin­ 
ion that the reported defeat was due 
partially to the failure of the column 
of Gormans from Wielun to defeat the 
Russians sent against it. 
Bad roads 
delayed this German column, it is re­ 
ported, enabling the Russians to con­ 
centrate a sufficient force to repulse 
it and turn the flanks of the main Ger­ 
man column. 
There is great jubilation in a rm y 
circles here, officers expressing the 
conviction that the enemy has receiv­ 
ed a crushing blow, which is likely to 
prove decisive in the campaign iii Po­ 
land, 
On the entire front of the Vistula 
and W arta rivers tho Germans have 
begun a retreat, according to meager 
reports received here from the front. 
At some points, it is said, the back­ 
ward movement resembles a rout, ar­ 
tillery, ammunition and commissary 
stores being left on the field. 
One detachm ent of Germans In the 
front fighting before Lodz, which re­ 
ports arriving here assert was cut to 
pieces by the Russians, is said to have 
been on the point of executing a coup, 
disguised as Russians. 
It is alleged 
that they wore the round for peaked 
caps which form part of the Caucasian 
regim ents’ -uniform. 
They were de­ 
tected as they were about to turn the 
Russian flank by Russian officers.

TURKISH ARMY RETREATING 


R ussians Report Roads Strew n W ith 


Frozen Bodies. 


Petrograd, Nov. 26.—That the Turk­ 
ish forces still are retreating before 
the Russians in the region around Er- 
zerura is asserted in the following 
statem ent from the general staff of 
the Russian army in the Caucasus, 
made public here: 
In the direction of Erzerum our 
troops continue to chase before them 
the bulk of the Turkish forces they 
have defeated. 
We 
are 
capturing 
many prisoners and much ammunition 
and stores. 
“The roads along which the Turks 
are retreating are strewn with the 
frozen bodies of theft dead. 
“ Prisoners taken are unanimous in 
declaring that the defeated arm y is 
making haste with a view to seeking 
shelter behind the forts at Erzerum 
and Deve-Hoyun.” 


London Nov. 26.—'Thus far during 
the war the royal navy has lost 4,327 
officers and men killed and 473 wound­ 
ed, while 968 men are missing and 
1,575 are captives or have been in­ 
terned. 
These figures are contained in a 
statem ent 
issued 
by the 
admiralty 
and include, in addition to naval men, 
the marines of the royal naval divi­ 
sion. 
The casualties and the number 
of men captured or interned are given 
as follows: 
Officers: Killed, 220; wounded, 37; 
prisoners, 5; interned, 46. 
Men: Killed, 4,107; wounded, 436; 
missing, 968; interned. 1,524. 
A great majority of those reported 
killed were drowned, 1,718 losing their 
lives in this manner when the cruis­ 
ers Pathfinder, AboUkir, Tressy and 
Hogue were sent to the bottom by 
German submarines, while the foun­ 
dering of the Monmouth and Good 
Hope, after the action with the Her* 
man squadron off the coast of Chile, 
was responsible for the loss of 1,654 
officers and men beneath tile waves.
